Reagan  vetoes  trade  bill 

Over  two-thirds  of  House  vote  to  override

WASHINGTON  —  President  Reagan  vetoed  a  major 
trade  bill  for  the  second  time  in  three  years  Tuesday,  and 
the  House  swiftly  countered  by  voting  to  enact  the  mea¬ 
sure  over  his  objections. 

“I  am  convinced  this  bill  will  cost  jobs  and  damage  our 
economic  growth,”  Reagan  said  in  focusing  his  veto  mes¬ 
sage  on  a  provision  that  would  require  companies  to  give 
their  employees  notice  of  plant  closings  and  large-scale 
layoffs. 

Within  hours,  the  House  voted,  308-113,  to  override  the 
veto.  The  margin  was  well  above  the  two-thirds  majority 
required,  but  it  was  thought  unlikely  that  the  Senate 
would  go  along  when  it  considers  the  override  after  next 
week’s  Memorial  Day  recess. 

Sixty  House  Republicans  defected  from  the  administra¬ 
tion  and  voted  to  override. 

Only  one  Democrat,  Robert  Mrazek  of  New  York,  a 
strong  advocate  of  free  trade,  voted  to  sustain  the  presi¬ 
dent. 

Lawmakers  said  Reagan’s  action  represented  the 
launching  of  a  major  campaign  issue. 

“I  happen  to  think  it’s  a  better  issue  for  the  Democrats 
than  for  the  Republicans,”  said  House  Speaker  Jim 
Wright,  D-Texas.  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee 
Chairman  Dan  Rostenkowski,  D-Ill. ,  asked,  “Why  hand  it 
to  us  on  a  silver  platter.” 

Democratic  presidential  front-runner  Michael  Dukakis 
wasted  no  time  seizing  it.  He  called  the  veto  “uncon¬ 
scionable.” 


Dukakis  said  Reagan  and  Vice  President  George  Bush 
“don’t  understand  that  for  working  families  who  struggle 
to  pay  the  mortgage,  save  for  their  children’s  eucation 
and  care  for  their  elders,  there  is  nothing  more  painful 
than  losing  a  job.”  ■ 

“Any  administration  that  is  willing  to  give  General 
(Manuel)  Noriega  120  days  notice  and  a  plea  bargain 
ought  to  be  willing  to  give  the  American  worker  60  days 
notice  before  they  are  thrown  out  on  the  street,”  Dukakis 
said.  He  referred  to  a  tenative  deal  to  drop  drug  charges 
against  the  Panamanian  strongman  if  he  agrees  to  relin¬ 
quish  power  and  leave  Panama  by  August. 

Senate  Majority  Leader  Robert  Byrd,  D-W.Va.,  ac¬ 
knowledged  that  the  Senate  would  not  override  the  presi¬ 
dent  when  it  considers  the  veto  early  next  month,  but  he 
scoffed  at  Reagan’s  request  for  speedy  consideration  of  a 
stripped-down  version  of  the  bill. 

In  particular,  Reagan  objected  to  the  plant-closing  re¬ 
quirement,  as  well  as  provisions  restricting  the  export  of 
Alaskan  oil.  White  House  spokesman  Marlin  Fitzwater 
said  the  president  would  sign  a  new  bill  that  deleted  both 
sections. 

But  Byrd  warned  that  it  will  be  “extremely  difficult” 
for  a  new  bill  to  wend  its  way  through  the  chamber’s 
complex  procedures  before  its  Oct.  8  adjournment.  “Any¬ 
body  who  thinks  that  can  be  done  in  the  Senate  is  simply 
naive,”  he  said. 

Wright,  speaking  with  reporters  before  Reagan  acted, 
said  that  if  Democrats  can’t  override  Reagan’s  veto,  they 
would  push  “the  strongest,  most  effective  trade  bill  that 
you  can,  but  that  will  take  time.”

“It  is  the  requirements  of  a  good  treaty  and  not  some 
arbitrary  deadline  that  will  determine  the  timetable,” 
Reagan  said  in  an  address  beamed  across  Europe  on  the 
U.S.  Information  Agency’s  “Worldnet”  satellite  service. 
The  speech  was  taped  Monday  in  the  Oval  Office. 

The  INF  treaty  requires  the  elimination  within  three 
years  of  all  U.S.  and  Soviet  missiles  with  a  range  of  300 
miles  to  3,400  miles. 

When  the  Senate  finally  votes  on  the  pact,  ratification  is 
assured.  Dole  noted,  because  only  67  votes  are  required. 
“The  question  is  how  many  votes  are  going  to  be  for  it,”  he 
said.  “Is  it  going  to  be  94,  95,  92?  It’s  not  even  close.” 

Sen.  Jesse  Helms,  R-N.C.,  the  chief  opponent,  refused 
to  mute  his  criticism. 

Helms  noted  his  long  support  of  Reagan,  but  said,  “I 
think  he’s  wrong  on  this  treaty,  I  think  he’s  been  misled,  I 
think  he’s  been  misguided,  and  my  conscience  will  not

As  they  kept  walking  toward  the 
post  office,  they  began  to  smell  some¬ 
thing  strange  and  their  eyes  started 
watering.  Dean  said  it  was  tear  gas. 

“I  think  that  was  the  only  time  I’ve 
ever  been  very  nervous,”  said 
Hansen. 

“We  thought  if  we  kept  running,  we 
would  get  out  of  the  tear  gas.  We 
didn’t  know  where  we  were  going  be¬ 
cause  it  was  our  first  time  in  the  city 
alone,”  he  said. 


“The  more  you  run,  the  worse  it  is 
because  youbreathe  in  more  tear  gas,” 
said  Dean. 

Hansen  said,  “There  were  a  couple 
of  minutes  there  that  I  thought  we 
were  going  to  pass  out.” 

“We  just  kept  running  and  running 
until  we  got  out  of  it,”  she  said. 

Richards  said  study  abroad  stu¬ 
dents  are  asked  to  sign  an  agreement 
that  they  will  not  proselyte  or  partici¬ 
pate  in  any  missionary  activity  while 
in  Israel.

President  Reagan  prepares  for  summit 

WASHINGTON  —  President  Reagan  combined  praise  with  criticism  for 
the  Kremlin  on  Tuesday  in  advance  of  the  superpower  summit,  while  the 
White  House  prodded  the  Senate  to  ratify  a  U.S. -Soviet  arms  treaty  before 
the  president  arrives  in  Moscow  this  weekend. 

Senate  leaders,  trying  to  spare  Reagan  the  embarrassment  of  meeting 
Soviet  leader  Mikhail  S.  Gorbachev  without  a  ratified  treaty,  announced  plans 
to  cut  off  debate  Thursday  on  the  accord,  which  bans  intermediate-range 
nuclear  missiles. 

The  Intermediate-range  Nuclear  Forces  treaty,  which  Reagan  and  Gor¬ 
bachev  signed  Dec.  8,  seems  assured  of  approval  by  an  overwhelming  major¬ 
ity,  but  has  been  stalled  by  a  handful  of  opponents. 

After  a  speech  Wednesday  morning  on  the  South  Grounds  of  the  White 
House,  Reagan  will  fly  to  Helsinki,  Finland,  arriving  in  the  pre-dawn  hours 
Thursday. 

He  will  remain  there  until  Sunday  morning,  when  he  boards  Air  Force  One 
to  travel  to  Moscow. 

It  will  be  the  first  visit  to  the  Soviet  Union  for  the  77-year-old  Reagan  and 
will  mark  the  first  time  in  14  years  that  an  American  president  has  visited 
Moscow. 

Almost  immediately  after  his  arrival,  Reagan  and  Gorbachev  will  begin 
talks,  their  fourth  summit  in  30  months.

MOSCOW  —  A  ranking  official  said  Tuesday  the  Communist  Party  may 
limit  leaders  to  two  five-year  terms,  ending  the  perpetual  tenure  that  cements 
personal  power,  but  he  did  not  indicate  it  would  apply  to  Mikhail  S.  Gorbachev. 

“This  is  a  big  step  in  the  development  of  intraparty  democracy,”  said  Karl 
Vayno,  party  chief  for  the  Republic  of  Estonia. 

Gorbachev  has  said  he  favors  restrictions  on  tenure.  Terms  for  party  leaders 
now  are  unlimited  and  longevity  is  a  tool  officials  at  the  local,  regional  and 
national  levels  use  to  build  power  and  privilege. 

Officials  announced  an  agenda  focused  solely  on  domestic  affairs,  indicating 
the  body  would  not  consider  the  U.S. -Soviet  treaty  eliminating  medium-  and 
shorter-range  nuclear  weapons, 

A  joint  meeting  Monday  of  the  Foreign  Affairs  Committees  of  the  parlia¬ 
ment’s  two  chambers  approved  the  treaty. 

The  Supreme  Soviet’s  Presidium  has  authority  to  ratify  it,  but  there  was  no 
indication  when  it  would  do  so.

“It’s  really  given  her  a  positive  out¬ 
look  and  lets  her  know  that  she’s  not 
inferior  to  others,”  said  Mr.  Fausett. 

“Without  the  Special  Olympics  to 
fall  back  on.  Sherry  probably  would 
be  closed  and  withdrawn,”  said  Mrs. 
Fausett.  “The  Games  have  made  her 
more  outspoken  and  she’s  come  out  of 
her  shell.” 

Le  Ila  Ogden,  Sherry’s  coach, 
teaches  her  at  the  Peterson  School  in 


American  Fork.  “Sherry  is  the 
brightest  girl  we  have  at  the  school 
and  is  one  of  our  best  athletes,”  said 
Ogden. 

According  to  Ogden,  Sherry  is  one 
of  the  fastest  runners  on  the  team. 
Sherry  said  she  practices  three  days  a 
week  for  an  hour  during  her  lunch 
break  and  for  an  hour  after  school. 

Sherry  said  she  looks  forward  to 
the  Summer  Games  at  BYU,  sched¬ 
uled  for  May  27  and  28.  Her  favorite 
event  is  soccer,  and  she  also  partici¬ 
pates  in  running  events  and  gymnas¬ 
tics. 

“I  like  running  the  200  meter  be¬ 
cause  it’s  fast  and  soccer  because  it’s  a 
mixed  team  of  6  boys  and  girls,”  said 
Sherry.

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200,000  Mexicans  evacuated  from  fire 


CHIHUAHUA,  Mexico  —  Fire  broke  out  Tuesday  at  an  oil  tank  farm  and 
threatened  to  ignite  millions  of  gallons  of  gasoline  in  a  densely  populated  area. 
At  least  20,000  Mexicans  fled  their  homes  and  one  estimate  said  200,000  were 
evacuated. 

A  spiral  of  fire  and  smoke  soared  more  than  150  feet  above  the  oil-products 
storage  area  of  the  government  oil  monopoly  Pemex  in  the  northern  residen¬ 
tial  area  of  Chihuahua. 

No  casualties  were  reported,  the  local  Red  Cross  and  Pemex  said. 

Sergio  Armando  Lopez,  a  spokesman  for  the  Chihuahua  state  government, 
said  Tuesday  evening  that  the  fire  was  under  control  and  that  experts  from 
outside  the  city  were  arriving. 

The  government  news  agency  Notimex  quoted  the  fire  department’s  official 
report  as  saying  the  cause  of  the  fire  was  leaking  gas  ignited  by  a  spark. 

Notimex  quoted  Mario  Perez,  commander  of  the  local  fire  department,  as 
saying  that  soldiers,  police  and  volunteers  evacuated  more  than  100,000 
people  fi"om  a  two-mile  radius  around  the  plant. 

Chihuahua  is  a  state  capital  in  northern  Mexico  with  550,000  people. 


Couple  charged  with  kidnapping  woman 


ATLANTA  —  In  February  1986,  a  young  couple  kidnapped  Lucille  Knight 
and  took  her  to  a  town  hundreds  of  miles  from  her  home,  federal  authorities 
say. 

The  young  couple  allegedly  kept  Mrs.  Knight  passive  by  feeding  her  drugs 
while  they  stole  her  retirement  checks  and  stripped  her  assets.  They  ended  up 
bilking  her  of  more  than  $100,000,  according  to  an  indictment. 

“They  destroyed  everything  I  had,”  Mrs.  Knight,  83,  said  Tuesday.  “All  I 
brought  back  was  a  car.” 

Mrs.  Knight  was  finally  rescued  after  four  months  when  her  brother,  who 
was  also  a  captive,  slipped  a  letter  to  a  mail  carrier.  Her  niece  sent  a  private 
detective  to  the  rescue.  Authorities  were  never  told  about  Mrs.  Knight’s 
ordeal.  “I  didn’t  report  it,”  said  Mrs.  Knight,  although  her  neighbors  knew 
what  had  happened.

Saturday  in  New  Orleans. 
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LINDON  —  While  the  cause  of  a  break  in  the  Murdock  Canal  here  remains 
a  mystery,  authorities  say  it  apparently  was  not  due  to  the  canal  holding  too 
much  water. 

The  canal  failed  Sunday  about  5  p.m.,  sending  mud  and  floodwaters  flowing 
into  this  central  Utah  community.  About  40  homes,  several  city  streets, 
portions  of  a  highway  and  Lindon  City  Park  took  the  brunt  of  an  estimated  $1 
million  in  damage. 

Jack  Gardner,  superintendent  of  the  Provo  River  Water  Users  Association, 
said  he  is  confident  the  canal  wasn’t  carrying  more  water  than  it  should  have, 
nor  did  water  top  the  bank. 

“It  can  take  375  second-feet  at  the  head  (at  the  mouth  of  Provo  Canyon).  It 
had  342  in  it,  so  we  weren’t  even  up  to  capacity.  It  can  deliver  240  second-feet 
to  the  Jordan  Narrows,  and  we  had  120  there. 

“We  had  about  300  second-feet  where  it  went  out,  which  is  normal,”  he 

said. 

'The  cause  of  the  failure  remained  under  investigation,  said  Pleasant  Grove 
police  spokeswoman  Sherri  Atwood.

Christensen  was  Meese’s  third 
choice  for  the  job  after  one  candidate 
rejected  an  offer  and  another  with¬ 
drew  his  name  from  consideration. 

Sen.  Orrin  Hatch,  R-Utah,  praised 
Christensen  when  he  said,  “He  has 
the  integrity  . . .  the  management 
skills,  the  judgment  and  every  other 
quality  you  would  want  in  the  second 
most  important  job  at  the  Justice  De¬ 
partment.”

I  Hallsey’s  speciality  is  ornamental 
cge, surgery,  which  is  working  on 
lasted  ftiiees  in  the  landscape  for 
esthetic  purposes  (making  the 
iew  look  good).  He  began  studying 
rhen  he  was  4  years  old  and  could 
lame  every  tree  in  the  Chicago  land 
rea,  summer  or  winter,  by  the  time 
e  was  12. 

1  Hallsey  is  the  recording  secretary 
f  the  Utah  Association  of  Shade 
Yee  Commisions  (UASTC). 


He  also  works  with  Utah  County 
and  Salt  Lake  County  as  a  consul¬ 
tant. 

“I  have  an  extensive  collection  of 
tree  specimens  in  the  Bean  Museum 
from  the  Utah  County  area,  and 
copies  of  those  specimens  have  been 
sent  throughout  the  world,”  said 
Hallsey. 

He  recommends  that  anyone  who 
is  interested  in  trees  visit  this  ex¬ 
hibit. 

BYU  plants  and  cares  for  10,000 
ornamental  trees,  and  there  are 
2,000  wild  trees.  “We  have  trees 
that  come  from  all  over  the  North¬ 
ern  Hemisphere,”  said  Hallsey. 

Peterman  said,  “We  try  to  collect 
as  many  trees  as  possible.

The  oldest  tree  (Cotton  Wood)  is 
approximately  150  to  200  years  old, 
according  to  Hallsey.  He  said  there 
are  approximately  100  to  300  trees 
replanted  each  year  due  to  replace¬ 
ments  and  additions,  and  around  60 
to  70  trees  die  of  various  causes  a 
year.

Borah,  spokesman  for  the  ACS. 

“By  analyzing  complex  samples, 
mixtures  can  be  identified  and  sepa¬ 
rated.” 

Prior  to  joining  the  BYU  faculty, 
Lee  earned  his  B.A.  degree  in  chem¬ 
istry  from  the  University  of  Utah,  his 
Ph.D.  from  Indiana  University  and 
spent  two  years  in  post-doctoral  re¬ 
search  at  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  according  to  the  ACS. 

Many  of  Lee’s  developments  in 
chromatography  are  used  worldwide, 
said  one  of  his  associates.  “He  has 
managed  to  develop  and  transform 
these  facts  into  practical  and  far- 
reaching  applications.” 


Antiviral  drug  blocks  AIDS-related  virus

An  antiviral  drug  called  Ribavirin 
has  recently  been  identified  as  effec¬ 
tive  in  the  blockage  of  a  virus  related 
to  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency  Syn¬ 
drome,  or  AIDS,  according  to  a  BYU 
microbiologist. 

The  related  virus  is  bovine 
leukemia  virus,  or  BLV,  and  is  simi¬ 
lar  to  the  AIDS  virus  found  in  hu¬ 
mans,  said  James  A.  North. 

“The  Ribavirin  is  introduced  into  a 
cell  culture,  which  produces  a  desir¬ 
able  protein  that  blocks  the  virus,” 
said  North.  “The  protein  in  this  re¬ 
search  has  been  developed  through 
cell  culture  only,  with  a  fetal  lamb 
kidney.  No  live  animal  experiments 
have  taken  place.” 


BLV  in  cattle  is  a  virus  which  will 
continue  to  grow,  expressing  itself  in 
the  form  of  a  disease,  according  to 
North.  “If  we  can  produce  the  protein 
and  introduce  it  to  the  affected  cells, 
we  can  stop  the  action  of  the  cell  ex¬ 
pression. 

“It  is  best  to  bypass  the  direct  use 
of  Ribavirin  to  animals  because  the 
drug  is  believed  to  have  some  side 
effects  which  are  undesirable,”  said 
North. 

The  chemical  composition  of  BLV  is 
so  close  to  that  of  the  human  im¬ 
munodeficiency  virus  (HIV),  that  the 
BLV  test-model  for  this  research  is 
ideal.  If  human  immune  systems  are 
destroyed,  victims  become  suscepti¬ 
ble  to  infections  otherwise  harmless, 
said  North.

BYU  athletic  facilities 
receive  new  system

A  newly  revised  program  for  the 
use  of  BYU  athletic  facilities  is  pro¬ 
jected  to  take  place  fall  or  winter, 
according  to  physical  education 
spokesman. 

A  scanning  system,  which  will  be 
implemented  next  year,  has  been  cho¬ 
sen  to  replace  the  old  method,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Bruce  Holley. 

Currently,  when  a  BYU  student  or 
faculty  member  wants  to  use  the 
weigh troom,  basketball  courts,  ra- 
quetball  courts  and  other  facilities, 
they  check  out  issued  clothing  and 
then  they  have  to  clip  their  I.D.  card 
on  their  clothing  or  shoe. 

According  to  Holley,  50  percent  to 
60  percent  of  people  who  want  to  use 
BYU’s  physical  education  facilities 
are  legal,  the  other  50  percent  are 
deterred  from  using  the  facility  be¬ 
cause  they  are  not  BYU  students,  fac¬ 
ulty  or  staff. 

“Many  non-B YU  students  in  the 
area  don’t  have  a  place  to  workout,” 
he  said.  “BYU  is  convenient.  They 
often  will  do  anything  to  steal  the  is¬ 
sued  clothing.” 


Holley  said,  when  people  illegally 
use  the  services,  it  limits  the  amount 
of  BYU  students  and  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  from  using  the  facilities.  Stu¬ 
dents  and  teachers  have  first  priority, 
according  to  Holley. 

“We’ve  studied  for  about  10  years 
at  different  universities  in  the  U.S.  to 
see  which  programs  have  had  the  best 
results,”  said  Holley. 

The  scanning  code  will  be  a  mag¬ 
netic  strip  on  the  back  of  I.D.  cards. 

Scanners  will  be  located  at  several 
different  places  on  campus  including 
the  weight  rooms,  locker  rooms,  issue 
rooms  and  other  places  oh  campus,  he 
said. 

“The  program  used  presently  is  ef¬ 
fective,  but  we’ll  have  more  control  in 
the  future,”  said  Holley. 

Dirk  Gardner,  a  junior  from  Mesa, 
Ariz.,  majoring  in  advertising,  said  it 
is  pointless  to  wear  your  I.D.  if  you 
have  to  also  use  it  to  checkout  your 
issue  because  it  usually  gets  in  the 
way. 

“It’s  inconvenient  to  wear  your 
I.D.  (card),  there  has  got  to  be  a  bet¬ 
ter  way  than  what  they’re  doing 
now,”  said  Chris  Funk,  a  junior  from 
Mesa,  Ariz.,  majoring  in  psycology.

Scuba  diving  isa  popularsport  in  Utah

Editor's  note:  This  is  the  second  of 
a  three-part  series  on  summer  activi¬ 
ties. 

Lighter  and  more  efficient  equip¬ 
ment  has  increased  the  safety  and 
popularity  of  scuba  diving  over  the 
years  and  made  learning  the  sport 
possible  for  almost  anyone,  said  a  lo¬ 
cal  scuba  diving  instructor. 

;  Tim  Woolf,  owner  of  a  local  scuba 
(diving  school,  said  scuba  diving  fatali¬ 
ties  used  to  be  extremely  high  due  to 
the  heavy  and  cumbersome  equip- 
tnent.  To  learn  scuba  diving  a  person 
had  to  be  an  incredible  swimmer,  said 
:Woolf. 

;  “Now  there  are  almost  no  fatalities. 
;It  is  a  very  safe  sport  and  is  growing 
fast,”  said  Woolf.  “The  equipment 
now  does  almost  all  the  work.  The 
most  common  accident  is  dropping 
the  air  tank  on  your  toe.” 

;  Woolf  said,  “In  the  scuba  classes 
students  are  trained  for  dangers  such 
.as  their  mask  flooding  or  their  tank 
running  out  of  air.” 

'  The  students’  reactions  to  emer¬ 


gencies  become  trained  so  that  in  an 
emergency  situation  outside  of  class 
they  can  avoid  any  panic  stemming 
from  not  knowing  what  to  do,  he  said. 

Woolf  said,  “Scuba  diving  is  as  close 
to  going  to  outer  space  as  many  peo¬ 
ple  will  get.  It  involves  the  most  beau¬ 
tiful  two-thirds  of  the  planet  that 
most  people  will  never  see.” 

Terry  Blanchard,  another  scuba 
diving  instructor,  said  scuba  diving  is 
always  popular  in  the  summer  when 
people  have  more  free  time  and  want 
to  try  something  different. 

Utah  is  ranked  fifth  largest  in  num¬ 
ber  of  scuba  divers  per  capita  in  the 
nation,  said  Woolf.  One  out  of  every 
100  Utahn’s  is  certified. 

Woolf  said  there  are  approximately 
24  to  27  prime  diving  locations  in  the 
state.  These  locations  have  ship 
wrecks  and  Indian  ruins. 

A  few  Utah  lakes  are  geothermal 
and  the  warm  temperature  is  nice  for 
scuba  diving,  he  said. 

Most  instruction  courses  include 
lecture  series,  pool  dives  and  open 
water  dives,  said  Blanchard. 

In  open  water  and  pool  dives  stu¬ 
dents  dive  between  20  to  60  feet,  said 


Woolf.  Most  sport  scuba  divers  stay 
above  100  feet,  and  the  maximum 
depth  someone  can  scuba  dive  at  is 
300  feet. 

It  is  normal  to  get  anxious  and  ner¬ 
vous  to  dive  so  the  purpose  of  the  pool 
dives  are  to  help  students  get  com¬ 
fortable  before  they  dive  in  open  wa¬ 
ter,  said  Blanchard. 

Scuba  diving  courses  usually  last 
three  to  four  weeks,  and  at  the  end 
the  students  receive  their  national 
certification,  if  they’ve  met  the  re¬ 
quirements,  said  Woolf. 

National  certification  agencies  re¬ 
quire  that  certain  standards  must  be 
fulfilled  by  the  student,  said  Woolf. 
Most  agencies  require  four  to  six  open 
water  dives  to  be  completed. 

National  certification  allows  a  per¬ 
son  to  scuba  dive  when  and  where  he 
wants  without  an  instructor,  and  it 
enables  him  to  rent  equipment,  Woolf 
said. 

“There  are  about  ten  national  certi¬ 
fication  agencies,”  said  Woolf. 

A  sporting  store  will  honor  cards 
from  any  of  these  national  agencies 
for  equipment  rental,  he  said.

Students  should  engage  in  career  research

Many  young  people  make  the  mis¬ 
take  of  applying  for  jobs  before  they 
know  what  they  really  want  to  do, 
according  to  a  career  planning  consul¬ 
tant  at  a  California  college. 

Salary  alone  should  not  determine 
the  choice  of  a  career,  said  Lane  Von 
Herzen,  director  of  career  planning  at 
Scripps  College  in  Claremont,  Calif. 

“Be  wary  of  choosing  a  career,  or  a 
particular  entry-level  job  offer,  solely 
because  of  its  comparative  monetary 
reward,”  Von  Herzen  cautioned. 
“The  extra  money  won’t  be  rewarding 
in  the  long  run  if  that’s  not  the  direc¬ 
tion  in  which  you  really  want  to  go. 

“A  career  that  offers  less  money,  at 
least  in  the  beginning,  may  turn  out  to 


be  more  enriching  for  you  in  the  fun¬ 
damental  sense  of  career  satisfac¬ 
tion.” 

Another  pressure  to  be  resisted,  he 
added,  is  the  suggestion  from  parents 
or  peers  that  a  career  should  be  cho¬ 
sen  because  it’s  prestigious. 

“Remember  that  it’s  you  —  not 
your  parents  or  peers  —  who  is  going 
to  be  devoting  your  life  to  this  pur¬ 
suit,”  he  noted.  “You’ll  be  more  ful¬ 
filled,  and  probably  more  successful, 
if  you  make  a  choice  based  on  your 
own  interests,  goals  and  values.” 

Von  Herzen  recommended  that 
students  engage  in  career-research 
interviewing  long  before  they  enter 
the  job  market. 

By  talking  to  people  in  their  in¬ 
tended  field,  he  advises,  career  seek¬ 


ers  can  find  out  what  the  greatest 
satisfactions  and  drawbacks  are  in 
that  particular  career,  the  present 
and  anticipated  opportunities,  and 
what  kind  of  person  it  takes  to  be 
successful. 

“Try  to  get  a  gut  feeling  of  what  it’s 
like  to  earn  your  living  in  this  way,” 
he  added. 

“If  at  all  possible,  get  yourself  an 
internship  so  you  can  experience  that 
feeling  first  hand.” 

In  preparing  resumes,  he  said,  job¬ 
seekers  should  be  specific,  and  “in¬ 
stead  of  saying  you’ve  developed  co¬ 
ordination  skills,  tell  what 
time-management  skills.  Say  you 
earned  20  percent  of  your  college  tu¬ 
ition  while  working  two  summer 
jobs.”

largest  membership  is  the  Profes¬ 
sional  Association  of  Diving  Instruc¬ 
tion,  said  Woolf. 

The  Scuba  School  Institution  is  the 
second  largest  agency,  he  said. 

It  is  not  because  of  the  actual  num¬ 
ber  of  members,  but  it  is  because  its 
standards  are  quite  strict,  he  contin¬ 
ued. 
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She  uses  a  number  of  mediums  to  create  her  works  that 
consist  mainly  of  two-dimensional  collages,  said  Rose. 

Parkinson  said  she  is  always  on  the  lookout  for  dis¬ 
carded  or  unusual  papers  to  use  in  her  works. 

According  to  Parkinson,  the  messages  implied  in  her 
collages  are  the  result  of  selection,  process,  and  image. 
First,  they  are  about  windows  —  interior  and  exterior, 
imaginary  and  real. 

Second,  they  are  about  destruction  and  creation.  The 
first  part  of  the  process  is  destructive:  the  papers  are  cut, 
torn,  folded,  and  burned.  The  next  part  of  the  process  is 
creative:  the  papers  are  combined  and  recombined  with 
found  objects,  wire  figures,  etc.,  until  the  combination  of 
elements  seem  whole  or  complete,  Parkinson  said 

“They  are  like  ‘Messages  to  Outer  Space,”’  said  Parkin¬ 
son. 

She  said  the  title  of  one  of  her  pieces  pleas  for  the 
salvation  rather  than  the  destruction  of  the  world  in  a 
nuclear  age. 

Her  part  is  to  have  salvaged  small  pieces  of  the  world 
from  scraps  of  paper  and  useless  objects  and  to  have 
created  something  meaningful,  perhaps  even  beautiful, 
out  of  discards  bound  for  destruction,  she  said.

One  of 
the  things  I  admire  most  in  Karl  is 
he’s  not  afraid  to  admit  when  he 
doesn’t  live  up  to  his  expectations  or 
mine.

In  1979  Tilleman  began  playing  ball 
at  the  University  of  Calgary  while 
getting  his  bachelor’s  degree  in  psy¬ 
chology.

and  1984.  It’s  always  been  really  com¬ 
petitive,”  Tilleman  said. 

Holly  Walker  Tilleman,  Tilleman’s 
wife,  said  her  husband  has  a  lot  of 
determination  to  reach  his  goals. 

“He  also  has  great  motives  behind 
his  goals.  He  works  extremely  hard  at 
what  he  does  but  he  has  his  priorities 
in  order — church  and  family  come 
first,”  she  said. 

Tilleman  said  that  up  until  about 
1984  basketball  was  very  prominent 
in  his  life.  “It’s  still  very  prominent, 
but  here  are  other  things  that  take 
priority  and  time — family,  religion, 
school.  I’ve  probably  chipped  away 
from  basketball,  but  I  still  devote  a  lot 
of  time  to  it.  It’s  a  blessing  that  I’ve 
been  able  to  play  as  well,  but  not 
devote  as  much  time.” 

Tilleman  was  drafted  by  the  Den¬ 
ver  Nuggets  in  1984,  when  he  was  24, 
but  after  the  1984  Olympics,  Tilleman 
wanted  to  serve  a  mission  for  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints. 

Tilleman  said  his  mission  was  the 
greatest  opportunity  of  his  life;  it  far 
surpassed  the  Olympics. 

Six  weeks  after  returning  from  his 
mission  in  California,  Tilleman  was 
chosen  to  play  on  the  Canadian 
Olympic  team.  He  said  he  has  played 
better  since  his  mission. 

Tilleman  is  modest  about  his 
achievements,  but  Donohue  said 
Tilleman  “is  probably  the  best 
shooter  on  our  team.  He’s  probably 
one  of  the  best  five  or  six  long  shoot¬ 
ers  in  the  world.” 

Tilleman  is  a  guard  for  the  team. 

Tilleman  said  that  the  Church’s 
theme  of  pursuit  of  excellence,  and 
the  good,  healthy  self-image  the 
Church  gives,  helped  him  achieve  his 
goals. 

Mrs.  Tilleman  listed  some  of  his  ac¬ 
complishments.  She  said  that  Tille¬ 
man  holds  the  Canadian  university 
basketball  scoring  record  for  total 
points  in  a  single  season  with  659,  an 
average  of  34  points  per  game.  She 
said  his  specialty  is  the  three-point 
long  shot,  but  this  record  was  made 
before  the  three-point  rule  went  into 
effect. 

She  said  Tilleman  was  voted  the 
most  valuable  player  in  basketball  for 
Canada  (chosen  by  all  university 
coaches)  two  years  in  a  row.  Mrs. 
Tilleman  also  said  that  he  is  the  only 
basketball  player  in  the  history  of  the 
University  of  Calgary  whose  jersey 
was  retired  (number  30). 

This  year  Tilleman  got  permission 
to  take  his  final  exams  late  in  order  to 
try  out  for  the  Olympic  team.  Tille¬ 
man  said  players  have  to  try  out  ev¬ 
ery  year. 

“You  always  know  that  if  you  don’t 
play  well  you  can  get  cut.  It’s  a  good, 
incentive  to  pla^  well.

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BYU  students  volunteer  time

Volunteers  are  an  integral  part  of 
many  social  service  agencies  within 
the  county,  and  BYU  students  are 
generous  in  donating  their  time  to 
those  programs,  according  to  the  as¬ 
sociate  director  of  Student  Programs. 

Rush  Sumpter  said,  “A  year  ago  we 
documented  over  13,000  students 
who  voluntarily  offered  their  services 
to  community  programs  during  the 
school  year.” 

“We  facilitate  over  70  programs 
ranging  from  visiting  convalescent 
centers  in  the  valley  and  reading  to 
the  blind  to  participating  in  sports 
programs  at  the  Utah  State  Prison,” 
he  said. 

Sumpter  said,  more  than  2,000  stu¬ 
dents  each  donated  four  hours  on  “Y” 
Day  alone  for  clean-up  and  beautifica¬ 
tion  projects  in  Utah. 

Todd  Swensen,  a  sophomore  from 
Twin  Falls,  Idaho,  majoring  in  com¬ 
munications,  said  his  primary  motiva¬ 
tion  for  participating  in  the  project 
was  his  desire  to  help  improve  the 
community  in  which  he  lives. 

“I  feel  like  we  have  a  responsibility 
as  members  of  a  community  to  volun¬ 
tarily  make  contributions  to  the  well¬ 
being  of  our  community,  or  it  will 


never  improve,”  he  said.  Last  year’s 
ASBYU  Ombudsman,  Duane  Oakes, 
organized  a  program  that  helped 
more  than  15,000  BYU  students  pre¬ 
pare  their  taxes. 

“We  were  able  to  save  students 
thousands  of  dollars  by  providing  this 
service  and  at  the  same  time,  account¬ 
ing  students  who  volunteered  for  this 
program  were  given  the  opportunity 
to  apply  what  they  were  learning  in 
the  classroom,”  he  said. 

According  to  Lorri  A.  Hirst,  direc¬ 
tor  of  United  Way’s  Volunteer  Cen¬ 
ter,  most  people  volunteer  with  the 
desire  to  “make  a  difference  in  some¬ 
one  else’s  life.” 

However,  she  said  in  many  in¬ 
stances  volunteers  find  that  they  per¬ 
sonally  benefit  while  serving  others. 

Sheri  Cerva,  a  senior  from 
Pocatello,  Idaho,  majoring  in  elemen¬ 
tary  education  said,  “I  think  volun¬ 
teers  often  get  more  out  of  giving 
than  the  people  being  served. 

“I  worked  for  Special  Olympics  last 
year  and  it  was  one  of  the  most  re¬ 
warding  experiences  of  my  life  to  be 
able  to  help  those  kids  develop  abili¬ 
ties  they  didn’t  realize  they  had.” 

Oakes  said,  people  feel  better  about 
themselves  when  they  volunteer. 

Sumpter  said  he  believes  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 


Saints’  ideal  of  serving  one’s  fellow 
man  is  a  great  factor  as  to  why  BYU 
students  are  so  highly  motivated  to 
volunteer. 

“Last  year  two  of  our  student  body 
officers  attended  a  national  leader¬ 
ship  conference  for  college  students  in 
Washington  D.C.,  and  the  people 
there  were  amazed  at  the  scope  of  our 
volunteer  activity  at  BYU,”-  accord¬ 
ing  to  Sumpter. 

“When  we  reorganized  ASBYU 
and  became  BYUSA  our  primary  as¬ 
sumption  was  that  BYU  students  are 
good  people  who  want  to  do  good 
things  for  others,  said  Sumpter. 

“That’s  what  the  people  on  this 
campus  are  all  about,  and  BYUSA  is 
dedicated  to  helping  people  find  those 
opportunities,”  he  said. 

The  volunteer  programs  facilitated 
by  BYUSA  not  only  offer  opportuni¬ 
ties  for  individuals,  but  also  for  stakes 
and  wards  as  well. 

Sumpter  said,  “A  lot  of  student 
community  service  is  generated  by 
Church  organizations  —  Relief  Soci¬ 
eties,  Elders  Quorums  and  Family 
Home  Evening  Groups  that  are  look¬ 
ing  for  service  projects.”

Soviets  in  Magna  affect  security

WASHINGTON  —  American 
arms  control  negotiators  learned  af¬ 
ter  the  signing  of  the  Intermediate 
Nuclear  Forces  treaty  that  Soviet  in¬ 
spectors  in  the  U.S.  pose  a  surprising 
variety  of  security  problems,  a  nego¬ 
tiator  says. 

Preparing  to  allow  40  Soviets  into 
Magna,  Utah,  home  of  Hercules 
Aerospace,  was  an  education  for  the 
agencies  involved  in  working  out 
treaty  details  with  the  Soviets,  a 
State  Department  official  has  told  the 
Deseret  News. 

The  negotiators  previously  had 
been  concerned  with  such  esoteric 
minutiae  as  throw  weights,  MIRVed 
re-entry  vehicles  and  circular  error 
probables,  the  negotiator,  who  spoke 
on  condition  of  anonymity,  said  Mon¬ 
day. 

The  official  said  it  came  as  a  sur¬ 
prise  to  the  negotiators  that  Her¬ 
cules,  for  example,  might  feel  its  fu¬ 
ture  defense  business  was  threatened 
by  having  the  Soviet  monitors  living 
just  outside  its  gates. 

Hercules  officials  have  said  the  So¬ 
viets  could  easily  monitor  more  than 
just  the  area  where  Hercules  once 
built  Pershing  II  missiles,  which 
would  be  banned  under  the  treaty. 
The  plant  shipped  its  last  Pershing  II 
last  summer. 

They  said  that  with  easily  available 
radio  equipment,  the  Soviets  could 
eavesdrop  on  communications  in  the 
entire  Salt  Lake  City  area,  attach 
bugs  to  vehicles  driving  in  and  out  of 
Hercules  or  other  defense  plants, 
photograph  antennas  and  other  diffi- 
cult-to-conceal  equipment,  and  even 
try  to  buy  secrets  from  employees.

The  State  Department  official  said 
he  believes  that  Hercules,  Morton 
Thiokol  and  other  Utah  defense  con¬ 
tractors  have  been  given  sufficient  as¬ 
surance  that  their  businesses  will  not 
be  hurt  by  the  monitoring. 

He  conceded,  however,  that  there 
would  be  costs  to  “harden”  communi¬ 
cations  by  putting  in  more  wire  cir¬ 
cuits  to  replace  radio  hookups. 

If  a  strategic  arms  reduction  treaty 
dealing  with  long-range  weapons  is 
signed  —  and  U.S.  and  Soviet  negoti¬ 
ators  are  hard  at  work  on  one  —  there 
will  be  more  Soviets  on  U.S.  soil,  the 
official  said. 

That  would  make  the  Utah  experi¬ 
ence  a  model  for  future  precautions, 
he  said. 

He  said  there  are  places  in  the 


United  States  where  Soviet  inspec¬ 
tors  would  be  decidedly  unwelcome, 
such  as  sites  for  both  strategic  and 
conventional  warfare  projects  as  well 
as  plants  where  proprietary  non-mili¬ 
tary  work  is  done. 

A  particularly  difficult  area  is 
chemical  warfare,  the  official  said. 

Verification  that  a  nation  is  not 
making  nerve  gas  is  difficult  because 
practically  any  chemical  plant  can 
make  militarily  useful  lethal  chemi¬ 
cals,  he  said. 

The  official  said  he  did  not  believe 
further  treaties  could  be  signed  and 
ratified  before  President  Reagan 
leaves  office,  but  he  predicted  that 
the  next  president  will  sign  treaties 
that  bring  new  Soviet  inspectors  into 
the  United  States. 


Taca  jetliner  loses  power; 
makes  emergency  landing

NEW  ORLEANS  —  A  Taca  Inter¬ 
national  Airlines  jetliner  reportedly 
carrying  45  people  lost  power  in  both 
engines  as  it  approached  New  Or¬ 
leans  on  Tuesday  and  made  an  emer¬ 
gency  landing  on  grass  six  miles 
away,  an  official  said. 

There  were  no  reports  of  injuries, 
said  a  controller  at  New  Orleans  In¬ 
ternational  Airport. 

A  controller  said  the  pilot,  who  was 
apparently  coming  in  from  Latin 
America,  radioed  he  lost  power  in 
both  engines  of  the  Boeing  737. 

“It  was  a  clean  landing,”  said  Kathy 
Fernandez,  an  employee  at  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  offices 
who  said  she  saw  the  landing  as  she 
went  outside  to  her  car. 

“It  came  down  nice.  Just  fine.  As 
soon  as  it  landed,  the  door  opened,  the 
chute  came  down  and  the  people  came 
out  and  ran  away  from  the  plane.” 


“As  soon  as  they  got  out,  they  just 
ran  up  the  levee  up  the  back.  It 
started  raining  about  five  minutes  af¬ 
ter  that. 

“  It  really  started  to  pour,”  said 
F  ernandez. 

The  controller,  who  would  not  give 
his  name,  said  the  plane  went  down 
shortly  after  noon,  about  six  miles 
east  of  the  airport,  at  the  National 
Space  Technology  Laboratory,  and 
landed  behind  the  agriculture  depart¬ 
ment  offices. 

The  levee  is  to  the  Mississippi 
River-Gulf  Outlet,  which  connects 
the  river  and  Lake  Pontchartrain. 

Tom  Branigan,  a  spokesman  for 
Martin-Marietta  Corp.,  the  main  con¬ 
tractor  at  the  space  facility,  said  a 
flight  attendant  told  one  of  his  col¬ 
leagues  that  the  flight  originated  in 
San  Salvador  with  a  stop  in  Belize. 

Unofficial  reports  put  the  number 
of  passengers  at  36  with  a  crew  of 
nine,  he  said. 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Law  en¬ 
forcement  officers  Tuesday  were 
searching  for  a  30-year-old  Utah 
State  Prison  inmate  who  apparently 
walked  away  from  the  University  of 
Utah  Health  Sciences  Center.

spokesman  Juan  Benavidez  said  Leon 
N.  Redding,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  had 
been  admitted  to  the  hospital  Satur¬ 
day  after  he  lacerated  his  hand  and 
tore  a  tendon  in  his  arm  while  hitting 
a  mirror. 

Redding  was  not  in  his  room  when 
authorities  checked  at  5:05  a.m.  Tues¬ 
day.  Benavidez  said  Redding  slipped 
out  of  the  leg  irons  that  had  been  used 
to  restrain  him. 

Redding  had  begun  serving  a  1- 
year  term  in  February  for  attempted 
aggravated  assault. 

He  is  described  as  being  6-foot-2, 
white,  with  brown  hair  and  brown 
eyes.  When  he  was  last  seen,  his  arm 
was  in  a  cast. 

Area  law  enforcement  agencies 
were  alerted.  Anyone  having  infor¬ 
mation  on  Redding’s  whereabouts 
contact  either  local  police  or  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Corrections.
